There 
is no man more to be pitied than he who 
has jnst one idea in bis head—no more, 
no less. Better vacn.ty than overthrow- 
ing the philosophical theory that an en- 
tire vaccnm is an impossibility, than just 
one idea wandering round about in per- 
petual loneliness aud bachelorhood, wail- 
ing through the desert of the man's intel- 
lect 
Better no idea at all than only one 


idea. Btm upyonr schools, and your col- 
leges and your universities. More light, 
less sectarianism. There is nothing that 
witt so soon kill bigotry as sunshine— 
God's sunshine. 


Now, having shown you the religion of 


bigotry, just look abroad hi the church 
and see the damage bigotry has done. It 
cripples investigation. The different de- 
nominations of Christians were intended 
by holy rivalry and honest competition 
to keep each other wide awake. Sup- 
pose * one denomination of • Christians 
should garble the word of God. All the 
other denominations would fly out iu 
righteous indignation.

or bigotry I find that a great .deal of i 
comes from wrong education inthehom 
circle. There are parents who do no 
think it wrong to caricature and jeer th 
peculiar forma of religion iu the world 
and denounce other sects and other d 
nominations. It is very often the cat 
that that kind of education acts jus 
oppositento what was expected, aud the 
children grow up, and after a while go 
and see for themselves, and, looking in 
those churches and finding that the peo 
pie are good .there, ind they love Go< 
aud keep His commandments, bynatura 
reaction they go and join those very 
churches. I could mention the names 
of prominent ministers of the Gospel who 
spent their whole lives bombarding other 
denominations, and who lived to see their 


in religious discussion to purification and 
jnoral health, Between the fourth cen- 
tury and sixteenth century the church 
of God proposed to keep out error by 
prohibiting all religions discussion, and 
by a s;rong censorship of the press, and 
rack and gibbet and hot lead poured 
flown the throactomako people orthodox;

not change men's beliefs by twisting off 
their heads, or make them see- things

I think sectarianism and bigotry also 


arise from too great prominence of anv 
one denomination in a community. Ail 
the other denominations are wrong and 
his denomination is right, because hi. 
denomination is the most wealthy, or the 
most popular, or the most influential, 
and it is Vonr" church, and "our" re- 
ligious organization, and "onr" choir, 
and "onr" minister; and the man tosses 
his head and wants other denominations 
to know their places. It is a great deal 
better 111 any community when the great 
denomination* of Christians are about 
equal in power, marching side by side 
for the world's conquest Mere outside 
prosperity, mere worldly power, is no 
evidence that the church is acceptable to 
God. 
Better a bam with Christ iu the 


manger, thun a cathedral with magnifi- 
cent harmonies rolling through the long 
drawn aisle, aud an angel/ from heaven 
iii,. the pulpit, U themj-'bo no Christ 


flying everywhere, and they say: "Well, 
I guess I'll take ihe broad road, for there 
is so much sharp shooting on the narrow 
road; I guess I'll take the broad road I" 
I have more admiration for a Spanish 
bull flght, and think it more useful and 
honorable, than the contest of carni- 
vorous ecclesiastics. Francis L so hated 
the Lutherans that he said if he thought 
there was one drop of Lutheran blood 
in his veins he would puncture them and 
let that drop ont Just as long as 
there is an much hostility between 
denomination 
and denomination, or 


between one professed Christian and' 
another, or between one church and an- 
other, jnst so long w'ill men be dis- 
gusted with the Christian religion, and 
say: "If that is religion I want none 
of it" 


Again, bigotry and sectarianism do 


great damage, from the fact that they 
hinder the triumph of the Gospel. Oh, 
how much wasted ammunition! How 
many men of splendid intellect have 
given their whole lives to controversial 
lispntes, when if they had given their 
lives to something practical tjiey might 
have been vastly useful. Suppose this

does, I want briefly to show you how we 
are to make w.r agaiuM tills terrible evil, 
and I thmk we ought to begin onr war 
by realizing our owu weakness and our 
imperfection*. If we make so many mis 
takes iu the common affairs of life, is it 
not poarible that we may make miitakes 
hi regard to our religious affairs? Shall 
we take a man by the throat or by the 
collar because he cannot aee religion* 
truth* jnst as we do? In the light of 
eternity it will be found ont, I think, 
that there was something wrong in all 
onr creeds and something right in all onr 
creeds. Bnt since we may make mis- 
takes hi regard to things of the world, 
do not let us be so egotistic and so puffed 
np as to have an idea that we cannot 
make mistakes in regard to religions the- 
ories. And then, I think, we will do a 
great deal to overthrow the sectarianism 
from our heart, and the sectarianism 
from the world by chiefly enlarging in 
those things in which we agree rather 
than those on which we diner. Now, 
here is a great gospel platform. A man 
comes np on this aide of the platform

Agonized men nud women ran* 
niug np and down the gangways and 
clutching for the rigging, aud the plunge 
of the helpless steamer, aud the chip- 
ping of the hands of the merciless sea 
over the drowning and the dead, threw 
two continents into terror. But see 'this 
brave quartormiwter pushing ont with 
the life line until he get* to the rock, 
and see these fishermen gathering up 
the shipwrecked aud inking them into 
their cabins and wrapping them iu flan- ' 
nels snug nnd warm, and see that mini*, 
of the Gospel with three other men get- 
ting a life-boat and pushing out forv the 
wreck, pulling away across ihe surf, aud 
pulling nwny until they saved one more 
mnn. nnd then getting back'with hiih to 
the shore.
